What is claimed is: 

1. A method for producing geranylgeraniol and/or famesol, which comprises culturing 
geranylgeraniol- and/or famesol-producing cells belonging to any one of the following 
genera:

in a medium to produce and accumulate geranylgeraniol and/or famesol in the cells and/or in 
the extracellular environment; and then collecting geranylgeraniol and/or famesol. 

2. A method for producing nerolidol, which comprises culturing nerolidol-producing 

cells belonging to any one of the following genera: 

Saccharomyces, 

Cryptococcus, 

Candida, 

Streptomyces, 

Nocardia, 

Cystofilobasidium, 

Rhodotorula, 

Willopsis, and 

Haloferax 



in a medium to produce and accumulate nerolidol in the cells and/or in the extracellular 
environment; and then collecting nerohdol. 
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
